of the smallness of the American al­ 
lotment. 
The council had refused to 
re-consider the decision to allow * nly 
2 per cent of the German warships and 
f'o&ting docks to America. Thereupon, 
Ambassador Wallace communicated 
with Washington, 
seeking 
instruc- 
tions, following receipt of which it 
v*as announced that the United States 
would accept nothing.
